REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Claims 2-6 and 8-20 are pending. By this Amendment, claims 2-6 and 8, 9 and 12 are 
amended, and claims 1 and 7 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Claims 1, 6, and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over Browning et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,409,564). However, claims 2-5 and 8-14 are objected to as being allowable and 
claims 15-20 are indicated as allowable. For the sole purpose of expediting the prosecution, 
rejected claims 1 and 7 are canceled and allowable dependent claims are rewritten in independent 
form with dependent claim 6 being amended to depend therefrom. Hence, claims 2-6 and 8-20 
are now in condition for allowance, and withdrawal of the pending §1 02 rejection is respectfully 
requested.
